It begins to look like a safe bet th at something 
more or less drastic is abou t to be done to the 
national prohibition law. 
The incoming administration rode to power on 
a platform which flatly demanded repeal. Su r­ 
v ey s show an ov erwhelming wet majority in the 
new Hou se, and indicate a strong preponderance 
of wet sentiment in the new Senate. Nine more 
states hav e discarded their own enforcement 
acts. 
The qu estion at issu e, then, seems to be, not 
whether rev ision is to be made, bu t what sort of 
rev ision we are going to get. 
And as the time for su ch rev ision approaches 
there is danger th at the nation as a whole will 
ov erlook two things: 
First, th at the Eighteenth Amendment was 
passed largely becau se certain v ery real abu ses 
which cried to heav en for correction ex isted u n­ 
der the old license sy stem. 
Second, th at the rev iv al of wet sentiment has 
come abou t chiefly becau se equ ally real abu ses, 
also cry ing for correction, arose u nder national 
prohibition.

It is of the profou ndest importance th at w hat­ 
ev er solu tion is reached be of a kind th at will 
apply some correctiv e to both classes of abu ses. 
No one who liv ed throu gh the old, pre-prohi­ 
bition day s needs to be told th at the shameless 
greed of the liqu or interests in those day s was a 
force th at worked directly against the pu blic in­ 
terest. 
Nor does any one who can remember what has 
happened since 19 20 need to be told th at the 
bootlegging indu stry created an u tterly intoler­ 
able situ ation. 
Any change th at fails to take both of these 
factors into fu ll consideration will not last. The 
job of rev ision demands the u tmost in the way 
of intelligence and fair-minded concern for the 
welfare of the nation.

The entire popu lation of Ru sh 
cou nty , as shown by the 19 30 
censu s was 19 412, and this su r­ 
v ey shows that of the Protestant 
popu lation, only 46 per cent hold 
membership in the chu rches, 
and that bu t 21 per cent of these 
are attending Bible School (as- 
that only a little ov er 15 per cent 
of these attend the chu rch ser­ 
v ices. Preachérs, Chu rch officers 
and members: 
“Lift u p y ou r ey es,.and look on 
the fields: for they are white al­ 
ready to harv est. 
This su rv ey also shows that 
bu t 44 per cent of the member­ 
ship of the Protestant chu rches 
are attending Bible School ( as­ 
su ming that all persons attend­ 
ing Bible School are members of 
v ariou s chu rches) and it also 
shows that bu t 74 per cent of 
those attending 
Bible School 
stay for the worship hou r, not a 
v ery good record for those who 
call themselv es Christians. Sev ­ 
en chu rches report 100 per cent 
as stay ing for the worship hou r, 
and the lowest reported is 40 per 
cent 
It is recognized by all chu rch 
y eople that the worship hou r is 
;he 
Biblical 
activ ity 
of 
the 
chu rch, and the Bible School is 
only an aid to the chu rch in the 
m atter of instru ction 
of the 
y ou nger people of the v ariou s 
commu nities, and this distinc­ 
tion shou ld alway s be kept in 
mind in all of the relations of 
the chu rch and school, and of­ 
ficers and teachers shou ld striv e 
to incu lcate into the minds of 
the school pu pils the importance 
of attending the worship hou r of 
their chu rch. 
These figu res also rev eal the 
fact, that for this y ear the a t­ 
tendance at Bible School is ru n­ 
ning on an av erage of two per 
school ahead of the past y ear’s 
av erage, which shows an increas­ 
ing interest in Bible School work. 
When it is considered that the 
teachers of our Bible Schools 
are v olunteer workers and serv e 
without pay , their records are, I 
think 
remarkable,

schools ev ery teacher was pres­ 
ent, and of the 3 3 8 teachers in 
the county , 26 5 or 80 per cent 
were present, and of the teach­ 
ers of the adult classes, all of 


the chu rch, and the chu rch hav ­ 
ing the best record in this m at­ 
ter was one with 100 present on 
my v isit, and with an av erage 
attendance of 6 8 for the past 
y ear, while the membership of 
that chu rch was bu t 21, and in 
ju stice to these fou r chu rches I 
mu st say that I cou ld see no in­ 
dication that they were stress­ 
ing their Bible School and neg­ 
lecting their chu rch activ ities. 
Ail Bible Schools of the cou nty 
u se the International Improv ed 
Uniform Series of lessons, ex cept 
two, and one of these hav e their 
own lessons which differs in tex t 
from the Uniform Series, and the 
other u ses the Bible only . 
The figu res also disclose, that 
in the adu lt departm ent (gener­ 
ally men’s classes) there is an 
av erage attendance of 13, or a 
loss of one from the past y ear’s 
av erage, showing that the men 
are not holding the lines as well 
as other departm ents of the 
schools. 
In this y ear of probably the 
most 
sev ere 
depression 
this 
cou ntry has ev er ex perienced, 
the collections, taken at the Bi­ 
ble School hou r has totaled ov er 
$6 ,200.00, and if we conserv ativ e­ 
ly estimate that ninety per cent 
of this goes toward the pay ment 
of su pplies, ij, pu ts the rem arka­ 
ble su m of arou nd $5,500.00 into 
commeroial channels and this 
from only one cou nty . 
In general the work of the Bi­ 
ble Schools is progressing v al­ 
iantly u nder the gu idance of the 
consecrated workers in the v ari­ 
ou s schools. The two colored 
schools of the cou nty do not 
seem to hav e the attendance and 
su pport of their people that 
wou ld be reasonably ex pected, 
howev er, they hav e only abou t 
six ty -fiv e families in Ru shv ille 
from which to get su pport. The 
work of the Salv ation Army is 
not as energetic as that great 
cau se wou ld warrant, and the 
Ru shv ille 
station 
is 
officially 
closed, and is only operated as 
an ou t-post of the Connersv ille 
station, and financial and moral 
su pport is needed to permit them 
to carry on as they shou ld. 
In regard to the St. Mary ’s 
Catholic Chu rch, it was an in­ 
spiration to me to attend their 
school of instru ction and bene­ 
diction and listen to the great 
lemons of life as giv en to ov er 
one hu ndred children and y ou ng 
folk, by the Rev . Francis Schau b, 
and I feel that it is deplorable 
that the jealou sies and ill feeling 
ex ist by many of the Protestant 
people against this great broth­ 
erhood, composed of ov er two 
thou sand sou ls in the cou nty , 
and many of the best and nob­ 
lest men and women of the cou n­ 
ty are nu mbered in this com­ 
mu nion.
